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I. C. C. Rail Consolidation Proposals 


Generally an order of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion is a law, but in the case of its grouping of railways of tho 
country into 19 extensive units, that appears in the light of a 
proposed plan to be acted on by Congress. 
It is so indicated in the day’s news, Senator Fess of Ohio be­ 
ing1 reported to favor enactment of legislation to bring pressure 
on the railroads so they will be induced to follow the commission 
scheme. 
Of course, nere in Brainerd we are not so deeply interested 
in what may happen to the Baltimore and Ohio, or the New York 
Central. Our interests are centered in : first the Northern Pacific, 
then the Great Northern and then the Burlington. 
For some years the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
railroads have had a unification plan for consideration by the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission. The two northern lines are re­ 
ported to own 97 per cent of the common stock of the Burlington, 
and so, assuredly contemplated no separatum from their Burling­ 
ton interests. 
The new grouping of the I. C. C. makes the Great Northern- 
Northern Pacific a key line in a group including the Minnesota 
& International, the Spokane, Portland and Seattle, the Oregon 
Trunk, the Minneapolis & Rainy River and 16 others and a di­ 
vided interest in nine short lines. 
It removes the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy from its pres­ 
ent position and makes it a key in a group comprising, the Colo­ 
rado & Southern, the Fort Worth, the Green Bay and Western, 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas, the Colorado & Southeastern, and 
26 others and a one-half interest in I he Davenport, Rock Island 
& Northwestern and the Great Western. 
The Minneapolis Tribune, reviewing the situation in its Sun­ 
day paper, states that in the new northwest transportation pic­ 
ture, the most striking change is the government’s suggestion 
that control of the Burlington be taken from the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific which have controlled the Burlington for 
nearly 30 years, through ownership of 97 per cent of its stock. 
The Burlington hauls the transcontinental passenger trains 
of the northern roads, between Chicago and the Twin Cities, and 
also receives from and delivers to them a huge volume of freight. 
The Hew lineup would eliminate any corporate affiliation between 
the northerns and the Burlington, although the close relations of 
a friendly connection might be maintained to an extent I hat would 
prevent any great reduction in the interchanged freight. 
In a general way, however, traffic men pointed out Saturday, 
the ne^w arrangement, if made effective, would put the Burlington 
on a more competitive basis, with other Twin City-Chicago line s, 
in regard to east-bound traffic brought into the Twin Cities over 
the northerns and also increase competition for the west-bound 
freight handled by the Burlington. 
Another fact emphasized Saturday was that the retention b.\ 
I 
the merged Great Northern Pacific Railway of the control of the 
Burlington, now vested jointly in the two northerns, formed the! 
keystone of the unification plan submitted to the government! 
nearly three years ago by the northerns. 
While statements b.\ 
the presidents of the Northern Pacific and Great Northern fail to, 
include any predictions as to the course to be adopted, in view of 
the commerce commission’s new proposal, it is thought certain 
that the northerns will not take kindly to the scheme of separat­ 
ing them from their affiliation with the profitable Burlington prop­ 
erty. 
It also is explained that no actual creation of mergers can 
result from the promulgation of the commission’s scheme, 
Man-, 
agements and bankers of railroads will be able to .consider the; 
course that can be taken and may or may not see fit to present 
specific applications for carrying out of parts of the plan affect-! 
ing properties under their control. 
The commission lias speci­ 
fically said its program is open for extensive changes. 
President Ralph Budd of the Great Northern said that “the 
comprehensive grouping plan put out by tilt* interstate Mnmerce 
commission, which establishes a limited number of systems. Seems I 
to foreshadow a decision in the unification application of the G reat I 
Northern-Northern Pacific railways, which will impose as a con­ 
dition of the unification, the sale of the Burlington stock ow nee 
by the two Northern lines.” 
Charles Donnelly, president of the Northern Pacific said that 
“it appears that the Northern lines are grouped together, and that 
the Burlington is made the nucleus of a separate and independent 
group. The pending application of the Northern lines, of course, 
contemplates our continued ownership of the Burlington, and it 
may be said, therefore, that the plan announced foreshadows ail 
unfavorable decision on that application. 
Until 
that specific application is rendered and its tex 
studied, it would be premature to anticipate it or
